Bos to«N  Watering  Plate. 

A  correnpoodent  of  the  N.  Y.  Mail 
writes  a  uprightly  letter  from  Swumps- 
cott,  the  favorite  tenor*.  of  Bostonians, 
from  which  we  extract  as  follows: 

Here  we  are  amid  the  most  respectable 
of  respectable  Bostonians — p-ople  who 
dwell  habitually  iu  the  lumlera  Athena  ; 
people  who  know  Longfellow  and  Etner- 
oon  by  sight,  and  consider  it  quite  an 
every  day  affair  to  meet  them  ;  people 
who  may  be  aa  wise  as  the  ancient  sa gen, 
and  yet  also  are  very  pleasant  withal, 
and  also  do  not  ask  you  hard  questions 
in  geography  and  history  on  first  being 
introduced  to  you.  They  forbear  on  the 
contrary  to  ahaert  their  bupremacy,  and 
are  very  affable  even  to  the  inhabitants 
of  modern  Sodom — New  York  city. 

Iteally  this  is  a  delightful  spot.  An 
one  wanders  through  its  romantic  walks 
or  along  its  rock  bound  shore,  one  does 
not  wonder  that  it  is  a  favorite  resort. 
Here  one  escapes  from  the  perpetual 
sand  of  our  seaboard.  There  is  to  tie 
aure,  a  fine  beach— oue breaking  in  upon 
it  at  various  points,  and  then  piling  up 
in  masses  along  the  coast  are  these  grand 
rocka,  rude  and  wild  in  form,  water-worn 
by  their  ceaseless  contest  with  the  waves. 
In  a  walk  by  the  ocean  line,  oue  can 
watch  the  breakers  rolling  up  the  beach 
in  the  long  swell  that  is  so  fascinating, as 
the  billows  rise  and  full,  one  beyoud  the 
other,  foam-capped  and  ragged  ;  or  one 
can  climb  ou  the  stony  crags,  and  from 
thence  watch  the  dash  of  the  surges  as 
they  break  on  the  rocks,  towing  the 
•pray  high  over  their  tough  faces,  and 
filling  the  air  with  the  noise  of  their  com¬ 
plaining. 

The  beach  is  delightfully  sufe;  no  need 
of  the  “life  line."  by  w  hich  bathers  are 
nominally  protected  on  our  New  York 
coast,  and  no  long  list  of  drowning  casii- 
alities  to  sathleu  the  summer.  Thuslope 
of  the  sand  below  the  waves  is  so  grad¬ 
ual  and  so  safe  that  one  may  walk  out  a 
great  distance  from  the  shore,  anil  per¬ 
sons  otherwise  timid  in  the  sea  scon  ac¬ 
quire  confidence  here,  us  the  breakers  do 
not  buffet  oue  about  us  they  do  at  Rock- 
away  or  Long  Branch,  and  the  dreaded 
undertow  of  those  pluces  is  uukuuwn. 
Aa  a  consegueuce  one  may  see  here  the 
most  btuid  of  matrons,  ami  most  dignified 
of  old  gentlemen,  calmly  disporting 
themselves  in  the  waters  and  somehow 
maintaining  an  air  of  decorous  sobriety 
and  aristocratic  distinction,  even  iu  the 
rough  grasp  of  the  sea. 

It  is  a  never  ceasing  amusement  to 
watch  those  who  come  down  fora  dip. 
First  there  are  the  pretty  girls.  How 
their  white  feet  twinkle  over  tl*e  sand  ! 
and  how  lovingly  the  waves  tuko  their 
round  forms  in  their  embrace  !  They 
seem  to  grow  prettier  at  every  fresh 
plunge  into  the  brine,  and  when  they 
come  out  drippiug,  what  a  study  oue 
may  make  of  charming  proportions. 
Then  there  are  the  children  who  scream 
and  dance  and  frolic  along  the  edge  of 
the  wavelets,  and  grow  vigorous  day  by 
day  with  their  play  with  old  ocean,  and 
then  these  dignified  savants  and  stately 
dames  who  come  down  with  slow  steps 
and  take  a  bath  with  solemn  state  as  if  it 
were  a  scientific  investigation  or  a  -acred 
duty.  There  is  one  very  wise  professor 
here  who  lias  amused  us  a  good  deal  by 
bis  daily  struggles  with  his  spectacles. 
He  is  almost  blifkd  without  them,  ami  so 
endeavors  by  vunous  contrivances  to  tie 
them  on  so  securely  that  they  shall  not 
alip  off  in  the  waves.  Of  course  the 
glasses  become  Wet  and  then  he  is  again 
blinded,  and  so  maintains  aViiiiNtauf 
struggle  with  the  billows  ou  the  oue  hand 
and  ins  spectacles  on  tne  other. 

Of  course,  people  here  were  dreary 
enough  diiriug  that  long  rain  of  two 
weeks.  Some  of  che  time  it  was  so  cold 
that  fires  were  lighted  ill  the  parlors  and 
were  gathered  about  in  ihe  evening  quite 
a»  if  it  had  been  winter.  One  lady  guest 
was  quite  the  life  of  tlm  house  in  tuis  dis¬ 
mal  lime.  On  one  qf  the  most  hopeless¬ 
ly  disagreeable  nights  of  the  summer  she 
invited  every  one  to  oue  of  the  parlors 
where  a  regular  series  of  charades  were 
presented  admirably  by  au  impromptu 
dramatic  company.  The  last  one  was 
Lincoln  House,  which  was  divided  thus  : 

Lin  was  represented  by  a  gentleman 
•nd  lady  seated  ou  two  chairs  covered 
with  a  buffalo  robe,  and  having  a  car¬ 
riage  blanket  on  their  knees.  They  were 
•  apposed  to  be  driving  to  Lyun,  and  the 
geutleman,  while  v«li.iutly  urgiug  ou  an 
imaginary  steed,  which  did  not  seem  to 
have  nnirli  go  iu  him,  to  judge  of  the 
amount  of  arguiug  he  needed,  was  des¬ 
cribing  to  his  companion  the  various 
points  of  interest  they  passed.  He  show¬ 
ed  a  wonderfully  minute  knowledge  of 
the  road,  and  no  one  had  any  difficulty 
iu  guesaiDg  the  direction  of  their  jour¬ 
ney. 

Coin  was  represented  by  a  class  of  young 
girls  who  were  conning  a  hard  lesson  in 
arithmetic,  studying  with  great  diligence, 
but  wHh  an  amusing  amount  of  whisper¬ 
ing  and  mischief. 

House  was  a  young  couple  supposed  to 
be  newly  married,  who  were  engaged  in 
the  dreary  business  of  house  huotiug. 
Various  tenements  were  discussed  and 
their  deficiencies  pointed  out  iu  a  comi¬ 
cal  dialogue. 

The  whole  word,  Lincoln  House,  was 
presented  in  a  new  and  ingenious  man¬ 
ner.  Twelve  ladies  and  gentlemen  came 
dancing  into  the  room,  each  one  having 
a  gigantic  letter  on  his  or  her  back,  the 
letters  all  together  forming  the  name  of 
the  hotel  The  effect  was  very  funny  as 
they  whirled  about  iu  a  waltz;  uud, finale, 
they  formed  iu  line,  turning  their  backs, 
and  presenting  to  view  LINCOLN 
HOUSE,  a  grand  auocess,  which  was 
greeted  with  great  applause.

L*at  Sunday  morning  three  yonng  men 
went  to  a  boat  boose  in  Paterson,  near 
the  bridge  which  crosses  the  Passaic  riv¬ 
er,  a  few  hundred  feet  above  the  Fulls, 
•nd  hired  a  small  row  boat.  Through 
•ome  mismanagement,  os  they  were  about 
to  take  there  seats,  the  boat  was  started 
before  tbp  oar*  could  be  placed  in  posi¬ 
tion  and  being  caught  iq  the  current, 
which  is  now  unusually  swift,  they  were 
carried  rapidly  along  the  stream  toward 
the  Falla.  To  the  consternation  of  the 
bystanders,  they  made  no  apparent  effort 
to  save  their  lives.  A  short  distance  be¬ 
low  the  west  paiersou  bridge  is  a  dam  12 
or  15  feet  In  hight.  Over  this  dum  the 
boat  and  its  three  occupants  plunged, uud 
at  this  instant  it  was  observed  that  they 
were  either  tbrowu  out  or  jumped  Horn 
the  bojU.

W uekess,  certain  proposed  amendments  to  the 
constitution  of  the  state  of  New  Jeraey,  were 
at  the  session  of  the  legislature  of  this  state
